Balance in Broadcasting.

‘OME people expect too much of wireles 
‘As soon as listeners bad became accu 

tomed to the moro fact of there being such a 
thing ax wireless broadcasting at all, they 
hecaine interested in tho matter broadcast. 
The west stage wae the development of 
criticism directed against the choice and pro- 
‘duction of that matter. 

Any faults on the score of production are 
ceauy to handle, becaueo if an item, musical or 
‘otherwise, has been Imdly exeented we aro to 
Blame, and it should not happen again. Of 

se, there may be extenuating circumstances, 
bat generally speaking, and apart from trial 
ventures, bad exeoution is inexcusable. We, 
Ourselver, so regard it, and deal with it 
probably’ before sutside complaints bave had 
time to teach ts. 

But ae we have often said, itia a very different 
matter to antisfy either our Tisteners or our- 
solves in the mich bigger question of the whol 
basinves (composition and balance) of the pro- 

ames, ‘The task is colossal, endloas. And this 

Ja the point : como people expect too much of 
wirelask. Tt must be rvcognized that it simply 
J not snd never will be possible to pleaco all 
cof you all the time, Tt must not be expected. 

‘There-will continue, I hope, to be new develop- 
ments, and new stunia of one kind or another. 
We shall be able: to rope in many interesting 
events which for a variety of reasons havo 60 
ar been inacees ‘We aro always looking, 
out for these and trying to got thee. am sure 
there will be periodic excitementa ; in this 
respect there should always be novalties to 
titilate the jaded listener 


But the more definite and adamant aro your 


ing Director of the BB.C. 
opinions, and the more exclusive sous tastes, the 
{eas will be tho total umber of hours per week. 
in which ‘you will wally fool eatsfaction and 
pleasure. “Conversely, if you sre faitly com 
Ihopolitanin your ike, and if yoU are interested, 
tir ready to ie interested, in a wide Tango of 
subject, the ease it wil be for you to get our 
ten oF fitcen shillinss’ worth, x0 to speak. 

Wo arm alyays liamusering away on thia 
matter and ondeavouring to secure the most 
acceptable balance ; but we aro Hkly to continos 
toseek it, for it can really nover be canchusively 
fixed. Furcne thing, though our correspondence 
is very great, everylanly does not wate, Por 
another Ling, opinions change, and even were i 
primal to aay ono day, "This is balance," the 
‘cquilibriom is unstable, and would be upset om 
tit following day by sotue change of opinion for 
which wo ourselves had, perhaps, been 
responsible. 


We have in mind a greater eystematisatian of 
programmes. In somo stations already certain 
niighte are regularly set apart for specified kinds 
of transmissions. I have said that with the 
‘utmost effort we cannot succeed in pleasing all of 
yout all the tithe. Taubmit that wo do satiey the 
[average listener for about 75 percent, of the time, 
‘Wo want-in the near futuro to make as clear 
1 possible what claas of matteris to be expected, 
‘and this refers not only to the musical parts of 
the programmes, but to all the other activities, 
objection to the “one-type, one-night” pro- 
sgraznmo is that pethaps on that particular night 
‘some listeners are always prevented from lsten- 
ing, This is, of course, a complication.

Here is another of Oncle Jack Frost's
